New York Tribune: 
We may call 
it luxury or we may call 
it 
sim ple 
onvenlence, but there is no getting 
away from the conviction that the 
:hing itself— to-wit, the modern moth 
od of doing retail bu sin ess—is 
an 
essential and considerable factor in 
the increased cost of living. It is not 
the only factor. It is notorious that in 
some im portant respects supply has 
remained stationary, or has actually 
decreased, w hile demand has largely 
increased; and the old law of supply 
and demand is not so obsolete that 
it does not operate in such a 
case 
us that. But the manlier in which 
business Is done, and particularly the 
manner in which consum ers are wait 
ed on and served by tradesm en, must 
count largely in the problem. 
Years ago a housew ife went to the 
butcher's with a basket and carried 
her 
purchase 
home, 
wrapped 
in 
brown paper. Now she telephones to 
the m arketm an, or he sends a mea 
senger to her house to receive her 
orders, and the goods are sent to lier 
rn a paraffined or a sterilized wrap­ 
per and in an autom obile 
delivery 
cart. The telephone, the m essenger 
boy, the wrapper and the cart and its 
driver m ust all bo paid for by the 
consum er.

Lard in a sealed tin pail or butter in 
an ornate packet must be more ex 
pensive than it

with a hundred other articles. They 
are stored, packed, sold and delivered 
in much more expensive wilys than 
they were, and the additional expense 
com es out of the pockets of the con 
sum crs.
